BOMBS AT ASNIERS.

San Juan, Porto Rico, and At- 
tempts to Leave Port Without 
Clearance Papers—Is Hahed Ab- 
ruptly by Direct Fire.

SAN JUAN (Porto Rico) March 21. 
—The German merchant steamer 
Odenwald, which attempted to leave 
port this afternoon without obtaining 
Clearance papers, was stopped as she 
was passing out the entrance to the 
harbor by two shots across her bow 
from a five-inch gun and direct shots 
from a Maxim. She then returned 
and was taken in charge by the 
collector of customs, 

Permission to sail was refused the 
Odenwald by the collector, pending 
instructions from Washington. The 
steamer has been at San Juan since 
August 6. She was bound for Euro- 
pean ports from the West Indies with 
freight and passengers, and sought 
refuge here. Three days ago she be- 
gan coaling and taking on provisions. 

Falling to obtain the necessary 
clearance papers, her commander ap- 
parently decided to risk the attempt 
to put to sea. A heavy gun on Mor- 
ro Castle sent two shots across her 
bows in way of warning, but it was

Do not think, by the way, that the 
English are trying t6 curry favor with 
Americans when they talk like this, I 
e any Englishman cur- 
rying favor with any alien: war has 
not changed him to that extent!

ONDON, March 21.—The rela-

are believed to have reached an 
acute stage. A dispatch from Rome 
says Austrian and German subjects 
have been advised by their Consuls to 
leave Itaiy in the shortest possible 
time and that a number of Germans 
who recently arrived in Italy are be- 
ing watched because of the suspicion 


that they are military spies. 


There have been reports for some 
days that Germany's efforts to secure 
the continued neutrality of Italy dy 
inducing Austria to cede Trent and 
other territory to her were not meet- 
ing with success. - Jtaly, it was said, 
was demanding that the territory be 
handed over to her at once, but the 
Teutonic allies desired to make the 


transfer after the war. 


Following this came reports that 
Austria had commenced strengthen- 
ing her southern frontier and, accord- 
ing to a dispatch received in Paris 
from Rome today, Italian officers cf 
all arms belonging to the frst line, 
who have been on half pay, have been 
called to the colors.

Life’s Seamy Side, 


THIRTY MURDERS 


Negro’s ‘Arrest Recalls Trail 
of Blood in West. 


He is Accused of Killing 


Victims Generally Attacked 
in Sleep by Slayer. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

ST. LOUIS (Mo.) March 21—In- 
quiries made of the St. Louts police 
today, indicated that the arrest here 
last night of Loving Mitchell. a negro, 
would result in reopening investiga- 
tions fo thirty murders committed 
since 1911, identical in nearly every 


night while the victims lay asleep in 
their beds and all came to their death 


by means of blows from an ax. 

The warrant on which Mitchell was 
arrested, charges him with the mur- 
ders of William E. Dawson, his wife 
and daughter, in Monmouth, III., on 
the night of September 30, 1911. 

Communities in Missouri, Illinois, 
Iowa, Colorado and Kansas have been 
terrorized since the first ax murders 
committed in September, 1911, m 
Colorado Springs, Colo., when six per- 
sons were slain. In nearly every in- 


family. 

In the house at Monmouth, where 
the Dawson family lived, the police 
found an electric flashlight of which 
were scratched the words, “Colorado 
Springs” and “Lovey.” This was prac- 
tically the only tangible bit of evi- 
dence ever found by the authorities 
after the discovery of the bodies of the 
victims. 

The blood-smeared axes with which 
the crimes were committed, were left 
behind in most cases. Rut investiga- 
tion proved, as a rule, that the 
weapons had been the property of the 
householders. Finger prints on the 
handles were photographed by ex- 
perts, but in most casese were too 
blurred to be of service in tracking the 
murderer,

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BARES SECRETS 
OF SCIENTISTS. 


One of Four San Gabriel 
Indians Lost—F ound. 


Anthropologists’ Deep Secret 
Thereby Revealed. 


He Tells Tales of Those Long 
Passed Away. 


One aged, lost or mislaid Indian 
caused much anguish of heart and 


deep emotion among the scientists 
and students of anthropology at the 
Southwest Museum yesterday. It fin- 
ally resulted in an appeal to the po- 
lice department by Secretary Charles 
F. Lummis. 

The Indian is now restored to his 
anthropological friends, and all is 
serene; but out of it develops a tale 
of interest, showing a research work 
that has been going on here quietly 
for several months—a study of the 
folk-lore and legend of the early San 
Gabriel Indians, with the material 
gleaned first-hand. 

Jesus de los Santos is the baptismal 
name of this aged Indian, believed 
to be the oldest living member of 
the tribe of “Gibrielenos,” although 
bout the Southwest Museum for the 

t two months or more he has been 
known as “Kewen.” 

For the past two years or more, 
the scientists of the Southwest Mu- 
seum have been combing Southern 
California in their study of the rem- 
nants of the tribes of the earliest 
mission days. They found a big 
Prize in Jesus de los Santos. 

For years he has lived along the 
foothills, sometimes camping tor 
weeks by himself back in some of 
the canyons; again he would visit with 
other Indians, all the way down to 
Pala.. He was located in the moun- 
tains back of Monrovia when he was 
discovered by the museum folk, and 
induced to partake of their hospitality. 
Since that time he has been a reg- 
ular guest out in the great building 
opposite Sycamore Grove. So much 
desired was his presence that the 
museum officials found it wise to hire 
a Mexican for the old Indian's com- 
panion and guard. They proposed to 
take no chances of any other students 
of anthropology getting hold of their 
find and pumping him dry. 

JUST A HOLIDAY. 
But yesterday was Passion Sun- 
day. Old Kewen, who is between 80 
and 100 years of age, has always 
cherished his fondness for the church. 
With a baptismal name of Jesus de 
los Santos wouldn't a good Indian 
naturally want to take part in the 
observation of this great church fest- 
val? And wouldn't he want to spend 
some indefinite time thereafter “con 
sus amigos?” 
Old Kewen's companion and guard 
was of like notion, only he started 
the previous day. The result was that 
time hung heavy on the Indian's 
hands, so he decided to leave off his 
contributions to Indian lore, and when 
the museum officiais left the place, he 
soon found his way to the street cars 
and came down town. , 
When it was discovered yesterda 
morning that he had not returned, 
there was a general alarm. What if 
some greedy bunch of scientists 
should get hold of this prize? The 
day was spent in search, and then 
came the appeal to the police.. 
But Jesus de los Santos says he 
wasn't lost at all. After the im- 
posing ceremonies in the old Plaza 
Church, he sauntered along until he 
found sorte old friends. Here there 
was very good ‘vino” from the grape 
of San Gabriel; and the so good tor- 
tillos were abundant. Why need to 
hurry? He was still partaking of this 
hospitality last night when he was 
discovered, but agreed to return to 
the shelter of the museum, 
| Old Kewen tis one of the four sum 
viving members of the San Gabriel 
tribe, being the oldest. When he 
first came to the museum it was 
through his information that another 
member of the tribe was secured, one 
“Pictawoy,” who, it was said, was 112 
years of age. He was too old to be 
able to give muh information as to 
the early customs and the legends of 
the tribe, and died three weeks ago; 
but Kewen has been prolific in his 
disclosures, although these have to 
be garnered in the most careful man- 
ner. 
The old man is enticed to talk about 
things that will naturally lead up to 
the old customs and beliefs. Later on 
the same subject is broached in a dif- 
ferent way, and after repeated efforts 
the full gist of the information want- 
ed is obtained. 

Officials of the museum last eve- 
ning stated that a rich fund of in- 
formation has been obtained in this 
manner. Secretary Lummis said that 
he believes he has acquired from this 
Indian practically all of the limited 
vocabulary of the tribe. 

The old man tells of the early days 
when there were great populations of 
Indians engaged in fishing all along 
the coast, and that he used to fish 
when a boy on the waters where Ke- 
dondo Beach is located. He tells of 
the great task the Indians had in 
yreparing lumber for boats, as they 
had no iron tools. They used to take 
the trees to the beach and hau! them 
through the sand until the wood was 
worn down smooth like a dressed 
board. Then the timbers were bound 
together with thongs and calked up 
with a natural asphaltum to be found 
at places along the beach. So 
staunch were their craft that they 
were used to voyage as far as San 
Diego in exchange of products. 

Old Kewen has told repeatedly of 
the works of Indian magicians in his 
earliest days, and seems particularly 
impressed with the demonstrations of 
ene magician who, he says, had the 
power to bring to life a man who 
was buried alive. This was in the 
arly 30’s, as near as can be deter- 
mined. Kewen says the magicion de- 
manded that he be paid in Mexican 
silver before he would raise the 
puried man, but that when he got the 
ain the man came forth and then 
the magician disappeared in the air. 
Many other curious tales have been 
rleaned from the old Indiap, and the 
agientists consider his contributions to 
the Indian lore of Southern California 
ef much importance. He will be kept 
at the museum for some time, in or- 
der that every available bit of know!l- 
edge of the early days may be ex- 
tracted from him.

Fon destroyed and three others 

considerably damaged by a fire 
which started at No. 1232 Produce 
street at 6:30 o'clock last night, fol- 
lowing an explosion of a gasoline 
tank. The building, which is owned 
by the Los Angeles Public Market 
Company was gutted, the total loss to 
the structure being $20,000 and to the 
contents, $30,000. 

Ben Johnson, president of the Los 
Angeles Public Market Company, who 
arrived on the scene when the fire 
was at its worst, said that a contrac- 
tor will start to work this morning 
removing the debris and he expects to 
have the structure rebuilt within two 


weeks. 

When the fire broke out there was 
no one in the long row of bulldings, 
but several men were working on a 
freight car nearby, unloading a con- 


signment of peas. They said they 
heard a loud report, supposed to have 
been caused by an explosion, and a 
moment later the stall occupied by 
Pitino Bros., was enveloped in flames. 

Two alarms were rung in and all 
of the downtown fire companies re- 
sponded, more than a dozen lines of 
hose being played upon the flames 
within ten minutes after the fire 
started. It was soon apparent that 
the contents of the buliding from 
Pitino Bros. stall east to the alley 
could not be saved and the firemen 
directed their efforts to adjoining 
structures. 

A strong breeze swept the flames 
eastward and for awhile it seemed 
certain that the building occupied by 
Rivers Bros. was doomed, but enough 
water was thrown upon it to save it.

Mr. Hadacheck Undismayed 
by Court Ouster. 


He and His Brick Yard are 
Still Sitting Tight. 


Decision may End Four-year 
War—and may Not. 


Out near the end of the Pico 
Heights car line, where the houses 
begin to thin out and the wild mus- 
tard spreads its glory of gold over 
vacant lots, there is a brick yard. 

It is a puny, undersized brick yard 
as such establishments go, but for 
dvrability and resilient resisting pow- 
ers A has several things on the ever- 
lasting hills. It is a brick yard that 
has sustained the slings and arrows 
of fortune in many a court and is 
now menaced by the frowning terrors 
of a forty-two centimeter ouster deci- 
sion of no leas a body than the United 
States Supreme Court. 

Some years ago the city passed a 
law ousting all industrial concerns 
from a residence district bounded by 
Washington street, Wilshire boulevard, 
Western avenue and the west city 
limits. All complied, with the excep- 
tion of Joseph C. Hadacheck, No. 4144 
West Pico street, owner of a 
yard at the same address. 

Haled into police court, he and his 
brick yard were officially ousted. But 
he stayed. The result was that he 
was remanded to the custody of the 
Chief of Police, in whose keeping he 
has remained in a technical sense, off 
and on, since that time, while his 
lawyers fought the case upward 
through every court to the highest 
tribunal of the land, where it landed 
A year ago. 

“I haven't heard of the decision,” 
said Mr. Hadacheck yesterday. “It 
may be that I am ousted, but I am not 
going to move tntil I ve to, as my 
bread and butter depends on this brick 
yard. These eight acres here are 
worth $1,000,000 an acre for brick- 
making. They aren't worth an in- 
finitesimal part of that for residence 
pur 
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poses. 
“Yes, it has cost me a good round 
m to fight the case,” he continued, 
wit.. aemile. “But if I won it would 
be money well spent; I can’t believe 
that I have lost. Anyway, my luck 
ought to change after losing so many 


other times.” 
Asked how many courts had heard 


the case, Mr. Hadacheck naively re- 


marked that he had not kept count, 
but had told his lawyer, at the very 
beginning, to fight the case to the 
highest court of the land. 

“I was here first.” said Mr. Hada- 
check. In fact, I moved out here 
from Sixteenth street to get 
from the residence district. 
scarcely my fault that the city kept 
on growing and Los Angeles kept on 
annexing new territory. If | am 
forced to vacate, I will have to get 
out of the brick business, for the long 
haul from any district in which the 
city would permit me to locate would 
put me out of the running.” 

Thougn the Hadacheck brick yard 
has a longer biography in the Who's 
Who of Iftigation than any other brick 
yard in the country, it is a regular 
shrinking violet of a yard. A person

The yard has been in existence for 
fourteen years and has never attained 
to any great, size.

“No generation has lacked pessi- 
mistic prophets who pcinted out the 
decay of the church and predicted its 
speedy death and burial. Yet, like a 
certain living statesman whose foes 
had buried him three times, a zing 
has been the resurrection. Today there 
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We examine then today the essential 
meanings of this gratitude, and which 
the apostle describes as ‘the church 
of the living God.’ 
“First, then, it is the church of 
Gcd's hope. If Christ's action ex- 
pressed God's mind, as we believe it 
did, then consider the investment 
which He made in the church. Much 
of His effort centered in the gather- 
ing, teaching and molding of a small 
group of disciples. Religion is. social. 
Their devotion to the common Lord 
and cause crystallized then into an 
organizaticn, Does one say, Christian- 
ity is for the individual, and isa, he 
hostile to the organization, then is 
he unable to see the necessity for it 
which ts apparent everywhere else, in if 
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ard tien, but that does not disturb 
us. And we condemn Him and free 
the robber quite consistently—in the 
dark! 

“And then think of the jury that 
is usually subpoenaed—Straus, Paine, 
Ingersoli—not a friend among them. 

“If you want to know business, 
where do you go? To the preacher? 
If you want to know music, where 
do you go? To the Witcher? If you 
want to know politics, where do you 
go? To the barber? Some do! 

“Are you really seeking Jesus in 
the light, by day, wher the witnesses 
all can come and the court is open’ 
Why do vou try Him by night? Afraid 
of something, or some one’ Are you 
trying Him by night to see whether 
vou can make it go first, before com- 
ing out into the open? 

“Are you trying Him like the Jews, 
on a feast day—another error? 

“How can I tell whether He be 
the Comforter, if I try lem at the 
picnic? I do not feel bad there! How 
can I tell whether I need a Savior, 
when I am at a function and do not 
want to be anywhere else’ How can 
I be expected to find out the divinity 
of Christ on a joy ride’ 

“Can He receive a fair trial from 
me when the bunting is flying and 
the band is playing Tipperar y?“ 

“A feast day is too boisterous to 
welgh meat; much less, the Man of 


brotherly interchange of confidences;

ticable; the messages of prophet souls 
who have almost scaléd the skies in 
their flights above the hills; and, as

It became a terr'ble fac- 
tor for corruption and finally the State was 
giad to get rid of it by selling it to the 
Pennsylvania Railroad. It is stated that the 
company paid twice what the line was 
worth and yet that was but about one 
quarter of what it had cost the State. The 
people lost several million dollars by this 
experiment in State ownership.

Ste., which anyone can see 
are a detriment to the sport and 
should be eliminated. 

However, no man is guilty untill 
he has been proved such, and ‘the

How Secret Gets Out. 

„Tell it to Sweeney.” Russell Ford 
overheard this frequent expression 
and interpreted it literally. Hence the. 
“emery” ball malady which is spread- 
ing throughout the length and breadth 
of the land. 

Several pitchers have been charged 
with being the origin of the ‘‘emery” 
ball, but Russell Ford undoubtedly 
was the inventor. 

For a long time Ford was cracked 


up as a great “spitball” pitcher. 


Later, however, it was claimed that he 
Was merely biuffing, and the absence 
of any moisture on the pill seemed to 
substantiate the suspicion. Still the 
ball had a break on it much more 
abrupt than the regular “spitter”’ of 
commerce, 

The remark of a puzzled eastern 
scribe a couple of years ago, when 
he endeavored to explain Ford’s de- 
livery, is now recalled. He stated that 
Ford, in order to tnduce the abrupt 
break that distinguished his delivery, 
“seamed the ball.” That is, he gripped 
the seam firmly with the ends of his 
fingers, 80 as to get @ better purchase 
and put the “stuff” on the pill.

PASADENA, March 22.—Senor Ho- 
ratio Anasagasti, M. E., Commissioner-

He denied that he had been sent 
by the Argentine Republic: to discuss 
the Mexican situation with Secretary 
Bryan. He declared that his mission 
was of a non-political nature and that 
he was not at liberty to express any 
opinion Whatever on President WII- 
ons Mexican policy. 

Senor Anasagasti is accompanied by 
his wife and is registered at Hotel 
Huntington. They have been visiting 
in Washington, where they received 
much attention from the President 
and Mr. Bryan.
